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DETAILED ACTION 

This is in response to the amendment filed on April 6 th 2009. 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments with respect to the 101 rejection have been fully 
considered and are persuasive. The 101 of rejection has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 and 3-13 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the 
independent claims now recite "for a second communication between a second subset 
of members, securing route information using the same group security association used 
for the first communication between the first subset of members". This feature 
overcomes the cited prior art and cannot be found in a subsequent search for prior art. 
The idea of a scalable virtual private network is not new however the step of doing so by 
reusing security keys is novel. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
